Annual Conference. But they were not, strictly speaking, Virginia Annual Conferenc.ea. Hence 
these Conferences do not appear among the sessions enumerated l^low. The Annual Conferences 



proper number their sessions, respectively, from their first meeting after the organization of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church as an independent ecclesiastical body, December, 1784. In con- 
formity with this rule, the sessions of the Virginia Annual Conference are numbered from the 
meeting held at Mason’s, Brunswick County, Virginia, May, 1785. Since then sessions thereof 
have been held in regular suct*ession, year after year, within the geographical limits assigned it 



by the General (Conference of 1736, except as to the years 1791 and 1841, when changes in the time 
of the year of the meeting of the Conference made it necessary to hold two sessions in each of 



these wdendar years, making one hundred and thirty-seven sessions in one hundred and thirty- 
five j'eara.)

First Day 

Wednesday, November 12, 1919 

Opening. — The Virginia Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, convened in its one hundred and thirty-seventh annual session at 
Centenary Church, Richmond, Va., on Wednesday, November 12, 1919, 
at 9:00 A. M., Bishop E. R. Hendrix in the chair. 

Address by the Bishop, followed by the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper. — Bishop Hendrix conducted the devotional exercises, with an 
impressive message on “Shrunken Ideals,” followed by the administration 
of the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, in which latter service the Bishop 
was assisted by the presiding elders. 

Roll Call. — The Secretary of the last Conference, B. F. Lipscomb, 
called the roll of members of the Conference, and 216 clerical and thirty- 
two lay members answered to their names. 

Organization. — B. F. Lipscomb was elected Secretary, and F. L. Wells 
and R. M. White Assistant Secretaries. 

Substitution of Lay Delegate. — ^J. W. Wray, alternate, was substi- 
tuted for B. Hanel, of the Lynchburg District. 

Hour for Meeting. — The hours of the Conference were determined as 
follows : Convene at 9 :00 A. M., and adjourn at 1 :00 P. M. 

Program. — The following recommendations made by the Richmond 
Preachers’ Meeting, and amended on motion of H. W. Dunkley, were 
adopted : 

Pursuant to action recently taken, the Richmond Preachers’ Meeting 
recommends the following program for night sessions: Wednesday, 

Missions; Thursday, Church Extension; Friday, Education; Saturday, 
Temperance and Social Reform. 

It further recommends that one afternoon be set apart for the discussion 
of Unification, and Bishops Hendrix, Denny, and Cannon be requested 
to speak on the subject. 

Leave of Absence. — ^J. A. Thomas was granted leave of absence from 
the sessions of the Conference because of evangelistic services now in 
progress in Trinity Church, Newport News. 

Bar of Conference. — The bar of the Conference was designated by a 
line across the church at the rear of the third windows from the pulpit. 

Asbury Memorial. — Bishop Hendrix called attention to a communica- 
tion from the publishing agents in reference to the Asbury Memorial to 
be erected in Washington, D. C., for which an assessment had been made 
against the Virginia Conference of $490.00, and on motion the matter was 
referred to the Board of Finance. 
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Committee on Nomination. — S. C. Hatcher, N. B. Foushee, and C. F. 
Comer were elected a committee to nominate the Committee on Confer- 
ence Relations. 

Member of Commission on Finance. — H. C. Pfeiffer was elected a 
member of the Conference Commission on Finance, to take the place of 
C. E. Blankenship, who was relieved at his request. 

Bishop Cannon Presented. — Bishop James Cannon, Jr., was noted 
present, and introduced to the Conference. 

Communications Referred. — Conmiunications were received and 
referred, as follows : 

From the Board of Trustees of Randolph-Macon College; referred to 
the Board of Education. 

From the Book Agents ; referred to the Board of Christian Literature. 

From Bishop W. A. Candler, regarding Emory University; which was 
read and referred to the Board of Education. 

From Secretary of Education on Ministerial Supply and Training; 
referred to the Board of Education. 

From the Christian Advocate; referred to the Board of Christian Lit- 
erature. 

From the General Epworth League Board; referred to the Epworth 
League Board. 

From the General Sunday School Board; referred to the Sunday School 
Board. 

Bishop Denny Presented. — Bishop Collins Denny was noted present, 
and introduced to the Conference. 

Protest Against Gambling. — W. A. Christian offered the following 
paper, which was adopted : 

We, citizens of Virginia and members of the Virginia Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, proud of the record of our great 
State, and deeply interested in the material, moral, and religious welfare 
of all her citizens, and particularly of the welfare of the young men and 
women; and being especially proud of the heroic service of our soldiers in 
the late war, and believing that it is fitting year by year to properly 
celebrate Armistice Day, when the Hun forces surrendered, nevertheless 
believing that in the celebration of Armistice Day nothing should be 
sanctioned which is hurtful to the moral and religious character of the 
young; 

Therefore we do enter our solemn protest against the wheels of fortune 
and all gambling devices which are displayed here on the public streets 
that teach and encourage the hurtful vice of gambling.

Second Day

Advanced to Second Year. — Minute Question 2: “Who remain on

— Dr. Edgar Blake, Sunday School Editor of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, was introduced and delivered an impressive 
address on the Centenary Movement. 

The Wisdom Sisters Sing. — The Wisdom Sisters, of Macon, Mo., 
favored the Conference with two selections of familiar hymns to the 
pleasure and profit of all. 

Dr. Ekins Speaks. — Dr. G. H. Ekins, Executive Secretary of the 
Church Federation of Norfolk, Va., was introduced and addressed the 
Conference on the Inter-Church World Movement. 

Adjourned. — Announcements were then made, and Conference adjourned 
with benediction by Dr. Edgar Blake. 

Afternoon Session 

Opening. — The Conference met at 4:00 P. M., with Bishop Hendrix in 
the chair. 

Dr. Q. C. Morgan Addresses the Conference. — After singing of hymn 
and prayer offered by Bishop Hendrix, Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, of 
London, England, was introduced to the Conference, and he delivered an 
inspiring and helpful address, setting forth the authority of Scriptures, 
the absolutism of Christ, and the Church as an adequate messenger of God. 

Benediction. — A hymn was then sung and the benediction pronounced 
by Dr. Morgan.

“It is the duty of all Christians, and especially of all Christian ministers, 
to observe and obey the laws and commands of the governing or supreme 
authority of the country of which they are citizens or subjects, or in 
which they reside, and to use all laudable means to encourage and enjoin 
obedience to the powers that be?” 

The vote upon this question was unanimously in the affirmative. 

[This same question was voted upon by the 1918 Conference. — Editor.]

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Rev. T. Maynard DeShazo

Thomas Maynard DeShazo, son of John Copeland and Josephine Smith 
DeShazo, was born in King and Queen County, Virginia, August 5, 1882. 
Born of godly parentage, reared in a Christian home, and a regular 
attendant at Sunday School, it is not surprising that at the early age of 
eleven years the boy was converted, and under the pastorate of our 
venerable brother, J. P. Woodward, joined old Providence, the church of 
his parents. 

While still a boy, his heart was filled with the call of God to His 
ministry. Twice was he at the point of death, but each time God restored 
him to health and strength, and those who knew him best often told him 
that they believed he had been preserved of God for some special work. 

He attended the public schools of King and Queen County, later spend- 
ing three years at William and Mary College. Like many another young 
man who has been called to the ministry, he tried to bury the call, and 
so chose teaching as a profession. He taught with no little success in 
King and Queen and Essex Counties, but even here the Spirit of God was 
striving with him, and finally, through the death of a beloved sister, he 
rededicated himself to the service of God, and determined to equip him- 
self as best he could to carry forward the banner of the Cross. With 
this in view he taught three years more, one in Southampton County 
and two in Halifax County, thus earning enough money to enable him to 
enter the Theological Department of Vanderbilt University. Here he 
spent three years in study, doing such local evangelistic work as came to 
his hands. During the summer vacation of 1913, he was appointed a field 
worker for the Sunday School Board in Tennessee, and in 1914, he left 
Nashville to take up the same kind of work in the bounds of the Virginia 
Conference. 

In November of the same year he applied for admission on trial in the 
Conference, which was in session in Portsmouth, Va., Bishop J. C. Kilgo 
presiding. He was accepted and assigned to West Bedford charge, where 
he labored with great success for four years. It was while he was pastor 
of West Bedford Circuit that he was married (January 20, 1915) to 
Miss Frances Winfield, a beautiful and cultured lady of Southampton 
County. 

At the close of his pastorate in West Bedford, at the Conference which 
met in Charlottesville, Bishop E. R. Hendrix read the name of Thomas 
Maynard DeShazo for Whaleyville and Somerton charge, but before the 
Conference adjourned. Brother DeShazo was taken ill and removed to 
Martha Jefferson Hospital in the Conference City, where on December 
16, 1918, he “fell on sleep.” His remains were carried to the old family 
home in King and Queen County, and there Rev. J. C. Beasley, assisted 
by Rev. J. W. Arthur, laid him to rest in the quiet cemetery adjoining 
old Providence Church. 

Besides a wife. Brother DeShazo leaves a father, J. C. DeShazo; an 
aunt, Mrs. Emma V. Pynes, who had been a mother to him since the 
^ath of his own mother; two sisters, Mrs. R. J. Vaughan and Miss Frances 
DeShazo, of Daisy, Va. ; and three brothers. Dr. J. N., of Center Cross, 

va. ; R. Mason, lawyer, of Greenville, S. C. ; and W. Payne, of Walker- 
ton, Va. 
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He was essentially a man’s man; was easy to approach, had a disposition 
that was cheerful under all circumstances, was gentle, loving, sympa- 
thetic, and thoughtful of young and old alike. His works live on. 

“No farther seek his merits to disclose.

The subject of this appreciation, Herbert Parham Balderson, was born 
August 22, 1886, near Montross in Westmoreland County, Va., and died 
December 1918, at West Point, Va. He served his generation well in 
the brief time alloted him by the will of God, and fell asleep and was 
laid to his fathers in the flower of his younp manhood. He was the son 
of Corra L. and Elvira White Balderson. His parents are devoted Chris- 
tians, and, being reared in a pious atmosphere, it was not strange that he 
had his call early in life to the ministry. He was converted when a mere 
boy and joined Andrew Chapel Church, Montross Circuit, where the 
writer had the privilege and pleasure for a number of years of teaching 
him in his Bible Class. 

It was in the Epworth League, with which the writer was associated, 
that Herbert, as we love to call him, received his first impressions that 
determined his life’s work. 

He was educated in public and private schools until 1904-1905 when he en- 
tered Bedford Academy. In 1906-1907 he attended Randolph-Macon College 
as a ministerial student and made splendid progress. In November 1907 
he applied for admission in the Virginia Conference, was accepted and 
received his first appointment as supply at Taylors Island, Eastern Shore. 
1909-10 he served Branch Memorial and Highland Springs, Va. In 1911-12 
he entered Vanderbilt University. In 1913 Bishop Waterhouse asked him 
to accept First M. E. Church, South, of Missoula, Montana, which he 
served one year. Again he entered Vanderbilt University, and while 
a student, served Humphrey St. Church, Nashville, as a supply. In 
December, 1915, he was transferred back to the Virginia Conference and 
appointed to Urbanna, where he served two years and from November to 
January 1st, of the third year, when he was sent to West Point to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Rev. J. W. S. Robins. He served this his 
last charge well, as was attested by a substantial raise of $4(^ in his 
salary. He was reappointed to this charge at the Conference in Char- 
lottesville in December 1918 and reached home Tuesday night in apparent 
robust health. He was lovingly greeted by his wife and two happy chil- 
dren. Happy in the thought of the years work before him, he talked long 
into the wee sma’ hours — of his plans, and how with God’s help, he 
intended to try to make it the banner year of his work. But lo ! in the 
morning the (hreadful influenza, before whose rapid march abroad in the 
land, millions of lives were swept into eternity, had fastened its deadly 
fangs upon him, pneumonia developed, and on Sunday morning, December 
22, the life of this man of God, in the prime of young manhood, went out 
to the God who gave it. 

He was happily married December 24, 1912, to Miss Willie Anderson 
Crouch, of Nashville, Tenn. She was his true helper in the ministry. 
This union was blessed with two children — Herbert Parham Jr., and 
Jesse Crouch Balderson, all of whom now reside in Nashville and remain 
to mourn the loss of a tender and loving husband and father. May his 
surviving loved ones abide in the consolation of the Gospel. 
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The funeral service was held in the church at West Point, Tuesday, 
December 24th, (the day of the sixth anniversary of his marriage). The 
services were conducted by his presiding elder Rev. R. F. Gayle, assisted 
by his college chum. Rev. L. D. Stables. The sacred remains were then 
laid to rest in the Masonic Cemetery in West Point. 

As to his character, he was a man of integrity. His reputation for 

?urity of life and uprightness was never questioned among ^ brethren, 
t was easy to know where he stood. He w^ a g;ood mixer, made many 
friends and retained them. He was a good thinker, an attractive speaker 
and preached strong helpful sermons. For a man of his years and limited 
experience he was an exceptionally fine pastor. Looking after his flock, 
he exerted every energy to lead and inspire others to noble living and 
to accept Christ as a personal Saviour. 

We miss his bright face and hearty hand-clasp at this session of our 
Conference. It was my pleasure to room with him at the last Conference. 
His company and fellowship was a benediction. We mourn our loss; we 
rejoice in his gain. We expect to meet our friend “Over There.” 



Rev. John T. Payne

John Thomas Payne, the son of Thomas E. Payne and Louisa Stiff was 
born in Richmond County, Virginia, August, 1851. Being born of deeply 
pious parents and reared in a religious atmosphere, in early life his thoughts 
turned toward God, and he was enabled by faith in Jesus Christ to avouch 
the Lord to be his God- He felt the call to preach while a mere child. 
His father died when he was but a boy, and soon thereafter he was 
adopted by his uncle. Bishop John Payne, of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and started with him to Africa to become a missionary among 
the blacks of that distant land. God, however, had other work for him, 
and on reaching Philadelphia, his physician declared that his constitution 
could not stand the climate of that tropical country. He was placed in 
school at Philadelphia where he remained for one year, and was then 
sent to the Episcopal High School, near Alexandria, Va. 

At the age of eighteen he became troubled about the doctrine of 
“Election” and abandoned the idea of preaching. He entered the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, and after fitting himself for the profession of law, 
entered upon its practice in the counties of King George and West- 
moreland. But, God needed him for a nobler calling. Again he heard 
the voice of the Lord in clear and compelling accents saying: “Whom 
shall I send and who will go for us?” He answered, “Here am I, send 
pee.” He joined the Methodist Church and was licensed a local preacher 
in 1879. In November, 1884, he was ordained elder by Bishop Granberry. 
He came to his life work well equipped and gave his best to his Lord’s 
cause. After serving in the pastorate for several years he was appointed 
principal of Bowling Green Seminary, then to Gordons ville Seminary. 
After remaining there five years, he returned to the pastorate and served 
with marked fidelity and success some of our chief country charges. 
While on the Cumberland Circuit he had a very severe attack of illness 
and it was thought that his labors were at an end. He rallied from this 
attack and seemed to regain his normal condition. But evidently that 
sickness was the beginning of the end. From the Cumberland Circuit 
he was sent to Mecklenburg and served this charge for nearly two years 
With his accustomed zeal and fidelity. In the summer of his second year, 
his health failed and he declined rapidly. At the Conference in Char- 
lottesville, December 1918, he was placed on the superannuanted list. A 
mw weeks after, on December 23, 1918, his gentle, loving spirit returned to 
God who gave it. 
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In his early manhood he was happily married to Miss Ellen C. Jones, 
of King George County. She, with nine children, three sons and six 
daughters, survive him. 

His youngest son, Corp. Maurice L. Payne, fell in battle on the bloody 
fields of France. His devoted father did not long survive him. 

Brother Payne had many traits which in a marked degree fitted him 
for the itineracy. He had a broad, catholic spirit, a tender, loving heart. 
Like the Master, he bore the griefs of his people and carried their sorrows. 
His sincere sympathy and unfeigned love won their hearts. He was a 
strong and effective speaker. He feared not the face of man. Out of close 
study and profound conviction he declared the whole council of God. In 
his lips the word was often “a discerner of the thoughts and intents of 
the heart.” Saints were edified under his ministry and sinners were con- 
victed and converted. He has stars in his crown. He loved his work 
and gloried in the gospel of his Lord. He wanted to preach to the last. 
He suffered much in his last illness but bore it with Christian fortitude 
and patience. His end was peace. We are the poorer for his going, but 
we expect to meet him on the other shore, under the shade of the trees. 



Rev. Walter W. Sawyer

Walter Wesley Sawyer was the son of William and Catherine Reed 
Sawyer. He was born in Perquimans County, North Carolina, on the 
first day of October, 1855. He was reared in a Christian home. His 
mother was a devout soul who believed in God and in prayer. Like 
Hannah of old, she believed in a mother's prayer for her boy, and she 
would take her young son often into a quiet room and there kneel down 
and pray with him and for him. She did not pray in vain ; her prayers 
were answered. She asked that her son might become a good and useful 
man. He did. 

In a few years he became conscious of the call to the ministry. And he 
felt that with this call there came a call for preparation for the ministry. 
Under this impression he entered Randolph-Macon College to prepare 
for his life work. He continued his studies at the College until he grad- 
uated with the A. B. degree in the spring of 1880. The following fall he 
was received into the Virginia Conference on trial. He never left this 
Conference, but for 39 years he went at her orders to the appointments to 
which he was assigned. His first appointment was Bethany; then he 
served the following appointments in the order given: Charlotte, South 
Campbell, North Pittsylvania, Orange, Fluvanna, Chuckatuck, Boykins, 
West Mathews, Cumberland, Bowling Green, Pungoteague, Bloxom, 
Gloucester, Prince George, and Dinwiddie. In each of these he faithfully 
did the work of a minister both as pastor and preacher. He was a good 
evangelist, and under his preaching there were many souls brought to the 
feet of Jesus. Some of the most successful meetings of his ministry were 
conducted by himself alone. 

He was married on November 7, 1883, to Miss Anna Virginia Thomas, 
daughter of R. H. Thomas, of Appomattox County, Virginia. Few 
preachers have ever been more fortunate in their marriage than was he. 
This marriage was blessed with eight children, four sons and four daughters. 
All have lived to be grown, and with their mother, survive their father. 

No man ever cared less for the spectacular than he. He loved sincerity. 
He had no place for affectation or pretense. He was faithful to every 
trust committed to his care, and in every relation of life. He was first a 
Christian gentleman and then a preacher. He was truly a Methodist in 
faith; he knew the doctrines of his Church and loved them and preached 
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them. He emphasized the Witness of the Spirit, for he himself knew God. 
He never wavered in his confidence in the great realities of religion. He 
preached a gospel which he believed to be fully equal to every demand of 
this perplexing age. He never turned aside from the ministry to any 
other work. He had temptations to do so, but would not yield. For more 
than a generation he gave himself heart and soul to the preaching of 
Christ and him crucified. For him there was no other gospel to preach. 
God only can make an estimate truly of what his ministry has accomp- 
lished. He was never superannuated, but fell in the midst of the battle 
with his armor on and with his face to the front. 

He filled his regular appointments on Sunday, the 16th of March, and 
returned to his home on Monday morning, after some pastoral visiting. 
He seemed to be as well as usual during Monday and Tuesday, but his 
frail body was not so strong as many supposed. After retiring Tuesday 
night he was taken with violent pain and after but a few minutes of 
suffering, passed away in the presence of none but his wife. The imme- 
diate cause of his death was apoplexy. Few of his friends knew that for 
several years he had been working with a body which was racked with 
disease; yet on he went. On Friday, the 21st of March, his body was 
quietly laid to rest in the little church yard at Salem, near Spout Spring, 
Va. There it lies in the bosom of the hill under the great oaks to await 
that blessed morning when “The trumpet shall sound and the dead shall 
be raised incorruptible.” The traveler’s journey is over, the long sought 
rest is found, and there is peace. To his family, to his friends and to his 
Church he has left a name without stain, and a memory without shadow.

Rev. Charles C. Wertenbaker

Rev. Charles C. Wertenbaker, son of Edward and Anne T. Wertenbaker, 
was born April 3, 1844, in the historic county of Albemarle, Virginia. 
He died in Birmingham, Alabama, November 8, 1919. 

From his birth he was dedicated to God and the ministry by his parents. 
He received training from good schools and was a diligent student all his 
Iffe. He thus became a “workman that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth.” 

At the age of seven, he lost, by sudden death, his father. In 1857 he was 
converted at a service held in the Southern Methodist Church in Buch- 
anan, and immediately felt the divine call to preach the gospel. 

In 1861 he was deputy in the Circuit Court Clerk’s office. Resigning 
his position he enlisted in the Confederate Army in April, 1861. He was 
captured at Phillippi, West Virginia, by an unlooked for attack on the 
Confederate forces. When his parole expired he entered again into the 
Confederate Army. Resigning a Quartermastership, to which he had 
been appointed, he was elected a Lieutenant in the 62nd Regiment of 
mounted infantry and fought in that brave band until the surrender of 
the Confederate forces to “overwhelming resources and numbers.” He 
was in many a hot fought battle, and was called to the command of his 
regiment, a Senior officer, in one of these engagements. He was wounded 
severely but was again at the front before the unhealed woimds could 
get a surgeon’s certificate that he was fit for duty. 

Dr. J. J. Lafferty, his companion in arms, writes of him in the Sketches 
of the Virginia Conference, as follows: 

‘We never saw a man who slung a rifle that was truer to his post than 
Wertenbaker. At a prayer meeting or a skirmish Charley was ready to 
improve the occasion. He was cocked and primed to put in a shot or a shout. 
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Daniel in Babylon was not braver than the stripling soldier and boy 
class leader in the Confederate Army. His record is luminous. His cour- 
age rallied the wavering soldier; his Christian integrity made steadfast 
the faltering disciples.’’ 

In a letter written to the Editor of the Richmond Christian Advocate, 
since the last session of our Conference, he says of himself: 

“I joined the Confederate Army in April, 1861, was supposed to have 
been frozen to death in 1863, and to have been mortally wounded in 1864, 
thus entailing a physical handicap which has persisted through all the 
years, and from the effects of which I am still suffering.” He was a man 
of heroic mould. 

Bother Wertenbaker was Ucensed to preach on March 10, 1866 by the 
Quarterly Conference of Charlottesville Station, Rev. Lemuel C. Reed 
presiding. He at once entered the itinerant ranks^ as a supply in the 
Baltimore Conference and joined that Conference m March, 1868. He 
was transferred to the Virginia Conference in 1873, serving with marked 
fidelity and success the charges to which he was appointed until the 
infirmities of the body demanded that he ask for the superannuate rela- 
tion. 

Again we quote from the Virginia Conference Sketches: 

“In the ministry, as everywhere, he moves forward without noise in 
the line of duty. Churches catch inspiration from his consecrated labors 
sinners know him as a man who tells what he feels — they plead for mercy 
revivals spread; the good cause prospers. He is a shepherd to the sheep, 
ready to give his life for the flock. His name is honored wherever he 
has gone about his Master’s work.” 

The writer was twice permitted to be his Presiding Elder. He has 
enjoyed the hospitality of his home and often as a brother beloved had 
him under his own roof. As Confederate soldiers and as ministers of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ our hearts were drawn into close fellowship. A 
sweeter spirited man I have not known. His piety was deep. He was a 
man of prayer, living in constant communion with his Lord. The chil- 
dren loved him. He was pure in speech and pure in heart. From his 
first charge to the last he served he left the impression of a man of God. 

He was one of the singers of our Israel. Gifted with a sweet melodious 
voice he used it to praise his Maker. We shall miss the timeful voice of 
dear Charley Wertenbaker at our Conference sessions. He has gone to 
swell the sweet music of the Heavenly choir. 

He married in 1868, Emily Birding, of Baltimore, who blessed his life 
with her loving care. Of this union there were born one son and six 
daughters. The son died in youth. The daughters survive, to mourn 
with the mother, their irreparable loss. 

His end was perfect peace. With a smile lighting his face and with 
deep glad surprise in his eyes, indicating that ne saw the “angel band” 
who had come to bear him to his “immortal home,” he fell asleep in Jesus.

His favorite 
h 3 mans, “How Firm a Foundation,” “Face to Face,” “O Come Angel 
Band,” were sung at the service.

Board of Missions 

Report No. 1 

The success of the Centenary rises so far above mere human power and 
skill as to forbid pride or boasting. It calls for humble gratitude, for 
“God hath done great things for us.” Surprising as were the financial 
results they were by no means the greatest. The spiritual results so 
evident to all are beyond all price. 

Conservation 

The Centenary brings a great opportunity; it also brings a great danger. 
It has flung wide the gates of the new missionary era for which we have 
been praying. The danger is that we will not prove ourselves worthy to 
enter and possess the land. To avoid this danger the Centenary Commis- 
sion is seeking to press forward on the lines of advance already so well 
begun. The cultivation of stewardship, of life service and of intercession, 
bears a fundamental and permanent relation to the success of the church. 
Their cultivation must be earnestly continued. 

We would put special emphasis on the church-wide revival to which 
the spirit is so evidently calling us, and to which the whole church shows 
signs of responding. It is scarcely necessary that we urge that this 
receive the utmost emphasis. The Home Department of the Board of 
Missions and the Centenary Commission are putting all the forces at 
their disposal in the hands of the church in an effort to bring about the 
greatest revival in our history. 

Making collections is more difficult than securing subscriptions, especi- 
ally long-term subscriptions. This well known fact emphasizes the neces- 
sity of the most careful and well organized effort to secure the full 
collection of the Centenary pledges, in order that there may not be the 
loss so frequently realized in such cases. 

We bespeak in this great hour the united and unreserved co-operation 
of our entire Conference. That we can count on this co-operation you 
have abundantly demonstrated already. We rejoice in the assurance 
that a united Methodism will go forward to possess the land which, in 
the high vision of the last few months, has been brought into view. 

We are glad to report that the Mission Board this year puts the actual 
salary at $1,000 as a minimum for married preachers and $600 per annum 
for unmarried preachers on all the mission stations in this conference.

Report of Committee appointed to Confer with the Managers 
of the Rosebud Society and Representatives from the 
Woman’s Missionary Society 

Your committee appointed at the last session of the Conference to con- 
fer with representatives from the Board of Managers of the Rosebud 
Missionary Society and representatives from the Woman’s Missionary 
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Society of this Conference, with the view of bringing about, if practicable, 
a more effective and economic handling of the juvenile missionary work of 
the Conference, and instructed to report its findings and recommenda- 
tions to this Conference, beg to report : 

Your committee met with representatives from the Woman’s Missionary 
Society and representatives from the Board of Managers of the Rosebuds 
and heard verbal statements from each side. Your committee asked for 
and received full statements in writing concerning the organization, the 
plan of the work, the number of societies and the number of members of 
each of these organizations. 

A careful study of these statements shows: 

(1) That the Rosebud Missionary Society is the older organization 
in the Virginia Conference doing juvenile missionary work, that it has 
376 societies, 16,000 active members and is doing a splendid work in the 
field in which it operates which is somewhat restricted when compared 
with the much larger field in which the Woman’s Missionary Society 
operates. 

(2) That there are 117 societies and 3,515 members in the juvenile 
work of the Woman’s Missionary Society within the bounds of the Con- 
ference. 

Your committee finds that under the able consecrated leadership of 
our devoted women, this part of the work is growing very rapidly, that 
their breadth of vision and the thorough and systematic way of training 
the children promise great things for the church of the future. 

Your committee recommends that for the present each of these societies 
continue to do its work through its own organization.

Board of Lay Activities 

The year just passed has been an eventful one for the Laymen of the 
church. The Board concentrated its efforts for the entire year on the 
successful issues of the Centenary. The development of Lay Activity in 
Four Minute work and holding services on alternate Sundays in some of 
the country sections has been marked and most gratifying. The work 
of 100% efficiency, inaugurated three years ago, has continued to show 
wonderful results, and, notwithstanding the heavy drain of Centenary 
pajrments, the Eastern Shore and Norfolk Districts continue to report 
all charges off the Mission Board, and all obligations met in a dependable 
and business like manner. A number of additional Districts are very 
near the honor list. 

Your Board urges with emphasis the importance of the forthcoming 
Evangelistic Campaign, and requests laymen in all Districts to lend their 
influence and co-operation to their pastors for the greatest season of 
revival ever known in the history of our Conference. 
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The vital question of a more adequate support for the ministry has 
been kept before the churches constantly with gratifying results from all 
Districts. Some of the records when compared with the old methods of 
five years ago are little less than phenomenal, and yet your Board is 
convinced that still the salary return is altogether too low and wholly 
inadequate to the needs of this day, and every laymen is urged to make 
it his sacred duty to see that this support is largely increased on the 
occasion of the first Quarterly Conference of the new year. The cost of 
living has doubled. No class of men are so poorly paid. It is not just 
to expect men to consume almost their entire time raising money for all 
kinds of purposes, and have their own necessities thus neglected. Your 
Board feels that $1,500.00 per annum should be the laymen*s idea of the 
minimum return made from any charge. God cannot prosper the work 
of any people who are careless or indifferent to a trust as sacred as this.

Board of Church Extension 

It is interesting to note that thirty-eight years ago the Board of Church 
Extension of the Virginia Conference effected its organization in this 
church, and to date more than $125,000 has been distributed to the several 
charges within the bounds of our Conference for the erection of churches 
and parsonages. These have been years of uninterrupted progress. We 
are pleased to report that from all sources we have received for distribu- 
tion $16,070.27. Despite the vast amount raised through the Centenary 
Effort, this amount compares favorably with the past years. There were 
sixteen applications from churches and four applications from parsonages, 
asking for donations amounting to $16,600 and for loans amounting to 
$15,000. This is the largest amoimt asked for in any one year in the 
history of the Board. This, in all probability, was brought about because 
of the mistaken idea that the Board had at its disposal a larger amount 
than in former years, inasmuch as it will share in the Centenary Funds. 
We wish to call the attention of the Conference to the action of the 
General Conference with reference to the distribution of the Centenary 
Fund, namely, that no donation can be made from this fund except it 
be purely missionary or institutional work. From this Centenary Fimd 
the General Board will have for its disposal something like $2,000,000 to 
be distributed according to the above rules, and we make special request 
of our pastors and laymen to find and strengthen the weak places of our 
Zion. 

When building, we should not forget the Architectural Department. 
Rev. J. A. Baylor with his efficient assistants is prepared to furnish plans 
and specifications for church buildings of all kinds, and at a very nominal 
cost. 

We call special attention to the Loan Fund Department. It offers 
great inducements to those who desire to invest their money where it 
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will count for most. An annuity interest of five to ten per cent, is paidi 

Your Board makes the following recommendations: ] 

(1) That in order to secure the permanent establishment of a place of| 
worship, or a house for the minister, that the General Board of Church j 
Ebctension be requested to secure all our donations of one hundred dollars 
and over by a Mortgage and Refxmding Bond. In such case should the, 
property ever pass out of the hands of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, or cease to be used as a place of worship, or of residence for minis- 
ters, or be devoted to objectionable uses, the Board would have a lien on 
the property for the smn donated. 

(2) That all applications for aid or loans be in the hands of the Secre- 
tary at least ten days before the convening of our Annual Conference, 

(3) That Rev. H. W. Neville, be elected a member of the Board in 
place of Rev. H. P. Balderson, deceased.

Report No. 3 

(1) The attendance on our schools and colleges this session is the 
largest in their history, the recent conflict impressing the world with the 
power of education, and the standards of the Randolph-Macon system, 
Blackstone College and Ferrum Training School are more and more 
impressing the public. We urge our people to take advantage of the 
opportunities offered by these institutions. 

(2) We call attention to the educational campaign fixed by the Gen- 
eral Conference to begin May, 1920, and the time of the financial drive 
fixed for April or May, of 1921. The prospects for a successful consuma- 
tion of this campaign are bright. We are assured that the entire force of 
the Mission Board will co-operate in its conduct. 
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(3) We note with deep regret that the number of men entering the 
ministry of the Southern Methodist Church is inadequate for the demand. 
The fields are white and the laborers few. 

We therefore recommend: 

(1) That our Lord’s methods of supplying our pulpits be followed. 
Namely: Prayer to the Lord of the harvest that he will send forth la- 
borers into his harvest. 

(2) That every Sunday School be requested properly to observe 
Vocation Day. 

(3) That. every pastor be urged, in accordance with the law of our 
Church, to preach at least one sermon a year in every pulpit on the 
claims of the Christian ministry, and that this be followed by personal 
work among the young men of his congrega-tion. 

(4) That our preachers be requested to speak on the subject of the 
ministry to the pupils of the schools and colleges accessible to them. 

(5) That the authorities of our colleges and schools give cordial 
welcome and assistance to the life service campaign conducted this 
session among the students by the Centenary Commission of our Church. 

(6) That the treasurer of the Annual Conference is hereby instructed to 
pay out of the Annual Conference funds to the treasurer of the Con- 
ference Board of Education $150,00 for the expenses of the Board of 
Education for the coming year. 

(7) We request the Presiding Bishop to appoint S. C. Hatcher as 
Conference Secretary of Education and as Vice-President and Secretary 
of Randolph-Macon College, Ashland, Va. ; E. H. Rowe as President of 
the Southern Seminary, Buena Vista, Va. ; W. A. Christian as President 
of Blackstone College for Girls; W. J. Young and W. A. Smart as Pro- 
fessors in the Candler School of Theology, Emory University, Ga; B. 

M. Beckham, as Principal of Ferrum Training School, Ferrum, Va. ; 
James Cannon, III, as Professor in Trinity College in Durham, N. C. ; 
and Jesse H. Hobbs, student Emory University. 

After examination of the paper offered by Rev. E. H. Rowe and 
referred to the Board of Education, the following resolution was adopted : 
That we recognize the importance of conditions stated in the paper 
referred to this Board by Rev. E. H. Rowe, and that whereas the work 
referred to is already being adequately done by the agencies of the Church, 
that we deem no further action necessary.

Sunday School Board 

Your Board desires to submit the following report and recommenda- 
tions. During the past year we have held five district schools and one 
Conference school for training leaders, and fifty new training classes 
have been organized. The total enrollment of the schools and classes 
amounted to 1424. Seven hundred and five credits in training work were 
awarded. A Conference federation of young peoples-adult Wesley Bible 
classes was organized and a conference elementary council was formed. 

Five hundred and fifty-one schools made a definite pledge in the Cente- 
nary campaign. The total of the pledges for the five year period amounted 
to $247,171.55. 

Our Conference superintendents have visited every district and held 
in addition to the schools mentioned above thirty seven institutes and 
seventy-five special meetings with Sunday School workers. 

Sixty-two of our students at our Conference school offered themselves 
for definite service in the Church. 

Those present at this school in co-operation with our Church at Black- 
stone gave a fund of $150 to start circulating libraries in the several 
districts. 
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This is only a brief summary of the work for the information of the 
Conference, as we desire most to call your attention to work planned for 
the coming year in which we need your united support. 

We desire to have our conference supreintendents devote some time to 
intensive study of the work in at least two districts, and this in addition 
to the training schools at Norfolk, Portsmouth, Lynchburg, Richmond, 
Petersburg, Marvin Grove, Blackstone and Danville planned for the year 
will necessarily restrict their work somewhat in other districts. It is our 
plan, to hold some three day study conferences in places where. regular 
schools cannot be held. It is our purpose to hold the Conference training 
school again at Blackstone College September 1st to 8th, and we beg for 
the united support of the ministers and laymen in the effort to make this 
school serve the entire Conference. We urge our pastors to keep that 
week free for this school and to see that their Sunday schools are well 
represented. We also earnestly request the Sunday schools to send their 
representative workers to the district training schools and to the Juna- 
uska training school which will be held July 7th to 21st next year. 

In addition to engaging in the work at the training schools every pastor 
and superintendent should seek most diligently to organize a class for 
training of leaders in every Sunday school. As preparatory and co-or- 
dinated work to the training classes we recommend the reading course 
outlined by this Board for the Certificate of Honor. Many schools should 
seek to secure this honor certificate next year. 

We wish to commend our Church Colleges for the work they are begin- 
ning in teacher training. Blackstone College now has one hundred and 
fifty girls taking the course and other colleges are starting the work. 
We wish to urge our Colleges to extend this work and establish at the 
earliest possible date regular chairs of religious education. 

In order that our Sunday school workers may keep in touch with the 
best leaders plans and methods in Sunday school work every school should 
order along with its regular literature our new magazine of methods. 
The Church School for their officers and teachers. 

We believe that the time has come when our districts in which the 
large cities are situated should employ district Sunday school superin- 
tendents for full time. We also recommend to our large city Churches 
that they employ at least for part time, a superintendent of religious 
education to work under the pastor and superintendent in promoting the 
educational, young peoples and home co-operation work. 

The Sunday schools have been given a very definite place and task in 
the Church-wide evangelistic campaign. The plan is to have an enroll- 
ment campaign in every school from now till January 1st. Then every 
school should have its officers and teachers unite in a study class to take 
a regular course of instruction in Sunday school evangelism, and conduct 
a systematic campaign in evangelism in the school culminating on Sunday 
March 21st. 

In order to make this plan succeed there must be conferences of the 
district and local committees. The local committee composed of the 
pastor, superintendent and one representative from each department or 
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group above the primary should be organized immediately and begin 
work, that we may bring every member of the school into saving knowl- 
edge of Jesus Christ. 

We must give serious attention to proper equipment for Sunday school 
work and we earnestly request the pastors to get in touch with our office 
before adopting plans for new buildings or for remodeling of old buildings, 
that we may offer all the advice we can with reference to the essential 
needs of the Sunday school. We urge our pastor sand Sunday school 
workers to use their best efforts to prevent the erecting of any more one 
room Church buildings in our Conference. We call attention to the pas- 
tors that the General Board of Church Extension maintains an architec- 
tural department for the purpose of giving expert advice in Church build- 
ing and that department should be consulted before plans are drawn. 

It is very necessary that we have complete and correct reports from 
from every Sunday school. In order to secure these reports with some 
uniformity we request that the Sunday school year end with the first 
Sunday in October and that every superintendent fill in a report blank 
furnished by this office and file it with our office before November 1st 
each year, with the imderstanding that the name of every school failing 
to comply with this will be published at the annual Conference. 

We most respectfully request our presiding elders to make special 
inquiry at each quarterly conference about the training work, grading 
of the school and literature that is used, and to require a written report 
at each quarterly conference from every superintendents Blanks for this 
report will be furnished the superintendents free, by our office. 

We wish to commend the Conference and District Federation of Wesley 
Bible Classes, and the Conference Elementary Council and pledge them 
our hearty co-operation in their work. 

We desire to express our sincere gratitude to the General Sunday 
School Board, the presiding elders, district officers, pastors and Sunday 
school workers and our Conference Advocate for their very loyal support 
during the past year and we appeal for their continued co-operation. 

We request the presiding Bishop to appoint J. H. Montgomery Con- 
ference superintendent. Miss Ethel Smither has been elected by the 
Board as elementary superintendent.

Report on Religious Education of Students in State Schools 



The Commission elected by the Virginia Conference at its last session 
to provide for the religious education of Methodist students in the 
schools maintained by the State, begs leave to report as follows: | 

The Church is awaking to the fact as respects the religious training of ' 
the destined leaders of society that the State Colleges and Universities | 
are the most strategic communities in the Commonwealth. The American j 
policy of* the separation of the Church and State denies to all State 
Educational Institutions the privilege of providing Christian training. 

It devolves on the Church to supply this defect. The organized attempt 
to do this is recent and experimental. However, two convictions of 
Church authorities that have made a study of the problem are that' 
students in colleges and universities should be brought into vital relation 
with the local church, and that the agent to effect this relation is the 
the student pastor. 

The Presbyterian Church has probably given more attention to this 
subject than any other Protestant Communion. Its Board of Education 
says: “After long and careful study we have adopted the following as a 
definite statement of policy: 



Resolved, That the Board while recognizing the need of pursuing diff- 
erent policies based upon local conditions at each University center, 
affirms its unalterable conviction that the personal work of the University 
pastor with the individual student is fundamental, and that this pastoral 
care of students, leading up to contact with the local church is absolutely 
necessary to the success of the movement, and the spiritual welfare of 
the student body. 
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There are three State Institutions in the bounds of the Virginia 
Conference where conditions exist that your commission was created to 
study: — ^the State Normal School for Women at Farmville, William and" 
Mary College, and the University of Virginia. 

It is the conclusion of your Commission that our congregation at 
Farmville is adequately equipped, and maintains a character of Church 
life that attracts the Methodist students in the Normal School, and it 
does not appear that there is any need at present for the Conference to 
supply anything additional. 




Your Commission is advised that this year there are above 100 Metho- 
dist matriculates at William and Mary College, one-third of the entire 
student body. It has also learned it has been the case for five or six 
years that the Methodist students at that venerable seat have out- 
numbered those of any other Communion, which fact makes our pro- 
portion of responsibility there greater than that of any other denomination. 

Our Church at Williamsburg is not strong either financially or nu- 
merically, and should be aided to meet the requirements of the situation. 
Your Commission recommends that the appropriation by the Mission 
Board to the support of the pastor at Williamsburg be increased. It is 
our opinion the salary should be made equal to that of a professor in 
William and Mary College. 

The Commission also recommends that our brethren at Williamsburg 
be encouraged to provide a convenient and commodious annex to the 
Church plant for social and Sunday School purposes. With a well- 
supported pastor and accommodation for Bible classes and social attrac- 
tions the Church would be put in position to care for the students at 
William and Mary who have a right to look to the Methodist Church for 
religious advantages. 

There are at the University of Virginia this year 309 students from 
Methodist sources. Our Church at Charlottesville is not equipped to 
take care of this large body. The pastorate of our First Church there is 
one of the most laborious in the Conference, and draws on the pastor's 
time and strength to the utmost limit. 

The matter of a church building that will provide ample facilities to 
meet the needs of the student constituency, as well as of the local congre- 
gation is indispensable. 

Your Commission recommends that the Coi^erence through the agency 
of the proper board, or directly, as it may be deemed advisable, lend 
itself to the securing of a representative Church at the seat of the State 
University, and as soon as the right man can be secured and provision 
made for his support, a pastor be appointed by the bishop who shall give 
his whole time to caring for the religious life of students at the Uni- 
versity. It is the opinion of the Commission that his salary should be 
made equal to that of a University professorship. 

Methodism is connected with the beginnings of the University of 
Virginia in the person and record of one of its first alumni and most 
illustrious professors, namely. Dr. Gessner Harrison. He was as devoted 
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as a Christian and a Methodist as he was eminent as a scholar. Possibly 
no other name is more honorably and historically associated with the 
University than that of Gessner Harrison. 

It would be most significant and effective to connect the proposed 
ministry of the Methodist Church at the seat of the University with the 
character and career of this distinguished Christian and educator. The 
Commission recommends that whatever form the service of our Church 
at the University ultimately takes it be designated ^‘The Gessner 
Harrison Memorial.”

We are glad to say that the outlook for the League in the Virginia 
Conference is brighter than it has been for many years and we believe 
this is true throughout our entire connection. 

Notwithstanding losses by the war which took away so many of our 
young men, the financial condition of the League is better than ever 
before in its history. $45,824.00 was raised by the Leagues for missions, 
and the total for all purposes was $129,365.00, $44,341.00 more than was 
raised the previous year. 

In the Virginia Conference we planned last year to raise $1,500.00 for 
the Africa Special and actually raised $2,286.16. We have a budget of 
$3,500.00 for this cause next year and the amount was pledged at the 
summer conference held in West Point and will probably be overpaid. 
The two Boards have been enabled through the appropriation given to 
enlarge their activities, to inaugurate district institutes and otherwise 
provide for the encouragement of the Leagues in existence and the orga- 
nization of new Leagues. 

I have noticed a new interest jn the League work in the district where 
1 am located and have recently assisted in the organization of two new 
Leagues, one at Colonial Avenue and the other at LeKies Memorial.

Temperance and Social Service 

With greater joy than ever before we make our annual report on tem- 
perance and social service. The knell of the beverage liquor traffic in 
America has at last annoimced to the world our solemn purpose of free- 
dom from the greatest menace to our civilization in the history of our 
people. 

Steps of Progress 

For some years we were glad to see patches of prohibition territory 
made here and there. Then we were delighted when our own State of 
Virginia went dry by a great majority vote of the people. Then the 
world war came on, and amid the stringency of the times and the scarcity 
of food, our people opened their eyes to the awful waste of the liquor 
traffic. Then our hearts beat lighter when war-time prohibition was put 
into effect. But the greatest delight of all came when by constitutional 
amendment it was solemnly declared that after January 16, 1920, the 
nation shall no longer be a partner in this criminal traffic, and that the 
traffic shall cease. And now we are rejoicing that a great World League 
Against Alcoholism has been founded, and that our own Church, through 
Its Commission, has had a very active part in this splendid movement. 
The Chairman of the Executive Committee of this World League is our 
own splendid Bishop Cannon, a worthier than whom could not be found. 

The First Prohibition Nation 

The United States, strong and mighty, has taken leadership as the 
first great prohibition nation of the world, and she must take a leading 
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part in extending sobriety and righteousness to the rest of mankind. 
And so we call upon our people to work, fight and pray until nowhere 
among the human race will the drink demon rear its head to menace the 
civilizations and to disturb the peace of an awakened world. 

Danger of Relaxation 

In our ecstatic joy over the victories already won, let us not lose sight 
of the fact that the signing of our National Prohibition Amendment was 
not the declaration of final victory. We must continue to make senti- 
ment that will insure the success and maintenance of national pro- 
hibition. There is grave danger of fatal relaxation at a time when success 
is assured. The enemy is insolently and defiantly declaring the purpose 
to nullify the Amendment and then get it repealed. The forces . of 
righteousness must needs see to the election of such officials as will adopt 
effective and proper law enforcement legislation, and detect and punish 
all violations of the law. Vigilance and energy are needed to maintain 
the victory that has been won and to carry the blessing to other lands. 



Other Reforms Needed 

We call attention also to the fact that the banishment of the liquor 
traffic is not the only work of reform that should claim our attention 
today, and to which the Church of God should energetically address 
herself. We need more new national moral legislation such as the pro- 
hibition of gambling machines and devices, and all interstate transmission 
of race gambling matter, a censorship of motion pictures by a commission 
like the Interstate Commerce Commission, the raising of the standard of 
divorces, etc. 

We need to give our attention more fully to the protection of the 
sanctity of our Saobath Day against the inroads of public works, Sunday 
baseball, and other like things. We need also to do more for a better 
co-operation between white people and negroes that mob rule may be 
abolished and each race be helpful to the other. In these days of 
economic readjustment and reconstruction the influence of the Christian 
religion must have a part in the shaping of things if we are to come out 
of ’ present conditions along lines of progress towards the highest 
development. 

The Unrest of To-day 

We believe that the only permanent solution of the present day unrest, 
turmoil and strife is the application of the teachings of our Lord to the 
relationships of men, and the method of that application found expression 
on the lips of Christ, himself: “Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,” 
and “Therefore, whatsoever ye would that men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them.” 

From the same source came the teaching that in the final judgment the 
genuineness of our religion will be tested by the concern we have mani- 
fested for the hungry, the thirsty, the sick, the imprisoned and the 
needy. 
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We believe the time is here when our great Church needs to be aroused 
to do its full part in the reconstruction of the economic and social order 
by the application of the teachings of Jesus, and to seek to promote such 
movements of reform as will make for the full realization of human 
brotherhood under the fatherhood of God. 



Resolutions 

We submit the following resolutions : ^ 

(1) That we rejoice in the work of the Anti-Saloon League, and in the 
progress that has been made in the elimination of the liquor trafl&c from 
our land, and that we pledge ourselves to the support of the League in its 
work of maintaining and promoting the victories gained. We also endorse 
and promise our co-operation in the Twenty-Five Million Dollar Drive 
by the Anti-Saloon Lea^e in January to meet emergencies that have 
arisen in Mexico, Cuba, South Africa, and Scotland ; and the program for 
world-wide prohibition as well as for law enforcement at home. 

(2) That we connnend the courageous and effective work of Rev. J. 
Sidney Peters as State Commissioner of Prohibition in Virginia, and that 
we pledge him our sympathy and co-operation in the difficult task he is 
performing. We also request his reappointment to this work. 

(3) That we continue to exercise ourselves in every legitimate way for 
the enactment and enforcement of all moral legislation needful for the 
protection of our people against the flagrant evils of the day. We espec- 
ially enter our solemn protest against the gambling devices used at our 
State and county fairs, and in many of our cities and towns; and we 
rejoice to learn that the Assistant Attorney-General has ruled that these 
or similar devices are in violation of law. 

(4) That the appointment of a Social Service Committee in every 
church and Sunday School, according to paraCTaphs 113 and 320 of the 
Discipline, be not neglected anywhere, and that definite programs for 
the work be carried out. 

(5) That we deplore any strife that may have occurred between the 
white and colored people in our land, and call upon our people to co- 
operate as far as possible with our leaders in an effort to promote a better 
understanding between these two races, that each may be helpful to the 
other. 

(6) That we recommend the sending of the Chairman and Secretary 
of the Conference Board of Temperance and Social Service as delegates 
to the summer conference on these matters at Junaluska next August, 
and that some steps be taken to provide the necessary expenses.

Report of the Board of Managers of the Advocate Publishing 

Company 



The Board of Managers of the Advocate Publishing Company begs 
leave to submit the following report of its activities in the publication of 
the Richmond Christian Advocate for the past Conference year. 

At the close of the fiscal year, October 31st, the financial statement of 
the treasurer of the Advocate Publishing Company shows a profit of 
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$407.03. In view of the unusual conditions obtaining during the past 
year, and for several years, your Board is pleased with this statement 
and believes that the Conference will also agree that it indicates a healthy 
financial condition. 

When the Conference purchased and assumed the management of the 
Advocate, the costs of publication had risen tremendously in every 
direction. In addition to this, the Conference incurred in this enterprise 
the payment of a generous salary to the editor of the Advocate and 
the payment of interest on money borrowed to make payment of the 
purchase price of the paper; this increase amounting to a little more than 
$5,000.00. In spite of the fact that the total expenses of operation for the 
first year were $13,512.01 the business shows a profit of $407.03. This 
statement does not include money due on subscriptions, which will 
amount to several thousand dollars of assets, but which will be largely 
offset by subscriptions paid in advance which must be terminated by 
the company at their charges. 

W^e are pleased also to report that 3,074 new subscribers have been 
added during the year. We have removed from the mailing list 916 
names, leaving a net gain of 2,158. The number of new subscribers 
added, while gratifying, is also something of a disappointment. Had the 
preachers and people continued through the year their support of the 
paper as they begun, the Advocate would have been richer by several 
thousand additional subscribers. Up to May 1st, 2,150 names were 
added; since then, 924, showing that as the months went by the early 
enthusiastic activity somewhat subsided, with a resulting large decrease 
in new subscriptions. The considerable number of names dropped from 
the mailing list does not indicate that regular subscribers grew indifferent 
or dissatisfied, as comparatively few discontinued their subscriptions 
during the year. The great bulk of names dropped represented persons 
who were found to be dead, or who had removed leaving present post 
office addresses unknown, or who were several years delinquent in the 
payment of subscriptions. Upon these delinquents the manager of the 
Advocate worked all the year, collecting several hundred dollars and drop- 
ping them as their subscriptions were found to be uncollectable. On 
November 1st, after having endeavored faithfully all the year to collect 
their subscriptions, he cut off at one time the names of 516. The present 
mailing list represents an approximately live subscription list. When we 
assumed charge of the Advocate last year the paper issued 5,500 copies 
weekly. We have for several months been printing 8,000 copies weekly, 
having dropped to 7,750 after the recent wholesale slaughter of names. 

We have not been pleased with the mechanical appearance of the paper 
but we are confident that the Conference and our subscribers, under- 
standing the difficulties, will be patient and considerate. The paper 
market has been very unstable, prices running high and quality varying. 
The printing shop has had to face the same serious situation that has 
obtained everywhere in the realm of labor, frequently running short of 
men, and sometimes not being able to command the proper quality 
of service. The foreman of this shop has many times been forced 
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himself to work overtime and at nights in order to get the Advocate 
out at all. We would add, in appreciation of his faithful service, 
that for almost the whole year the Advocate has not failed to go into the 
Richmond post office on Thursday, thus giving abundant time to reach 
all Virginia subscribers by Saturday. Failure to reach subscribers has 
been due, therefore, to inefficient mail service and not to any breakdown 
in the organization or service of the paper. 

For the coming year we shall recommend the appointment of a business 
manager who will give his whole time to the paper, thus enabling the 
Editor to devote more thought and time to the specific duties of his 
office, and we trust that the next year will show decided improvement in 
the subject matter and the literary quality of the paper. 

With the foregoing statement of facts, we offer the following recom- 
mendations : 

(1 ) That Bishop E. R. Hendrix appoint Graham H. Lambeth as Editor 
of the Richmond Christian Advocate for the ensuing year, and George F. 
Greene as its business manager. 

(2) That the Conference permit the Board of Managers to compensate 
Rev. R. P. Lumpkin for services rendered the paper in the amount of 
$600.00. Brother Lumpkin having given his time and energy whenever 
called upon, in the interest of the success of the paper. 

(3) That the ministers and laymen here present pledge themselves 
to give hearty and continuous support to the paper, remembering that its 
success. Doth in the fulfilling of its mission and financially, depends upon 
the loyal co-operation of the Conference.

The high cost of living will probably increase the per capita expense for 
the current year. During the past twelve months, from October to Oc- 
tober, our expenses for support and all purposes save improvements 
amounted to $28,978.58. 

We have enjoyed again the signal blessings of our Father^s special 
watch-care over the lives and health of the children. In the spring we 
had an epidemic of “Flu** as many as seventy cases at one time, but we 
gratefully report again that for yet another year we have had no deaths. 

A considerable advance for the physical improvement of our children 
has been made through the generosity of Captain Jno. L. Roper, our new 
President, who has erected at a cost to him of over $1,500.00, a splendid 
set of playground apparatus for the boys and an equally splendid set for 
the girls. 

We have graduated two girls from Blackstone College this year, and 
each of them has employment as a teacher; four of our girls have gone 
out from our Typewriting and Stenography Department to accept paying 
positions, and one of our boys from the Printing Shop has remunerative 
employment in a Printery in a tidewater city. 
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We have, during the past few months, had the great pleasure of witnes- 
sing the reunion and reconstruction of several families; the same having 
been brought about by the poUcy of the Orphanage, of keeping and 
training the unfortunate children of a widowed and destitute mother 
until such time as she was in a position to support them or they were 
able to take care of themselves and help support her. 

We count this feature of our work as the best method, under normal 
conditions of carrying out the apostolic injunction “to visit the fatherless 
and widow in their aflfiiction.” 

There is room within the bounds of our Conference for the establish- 
ment of a school and home for the training of young children under 
Christian influence who have suffered the loss of mother, and whose 
father is able and willing, to pay a moderate sum for the protection and 
training of his motherless babes while he is earning their bread. 

Our printing department is growing. Once again we found it necessary 
to enlarge and move into new quarters. We now have a magnificent 
shop, erected at a cost of over $5,000.00, of which amount Captain Roper 
donated $2,000.00 ; Mr. Chas. W. Hardwicke, $2,000.00 ; while still a third 
member of the Board has promised to give $1,000.00. The number of 
employed children has been increased. We are constantly being entreated 
to supply printing offices in our own and other cities with graduates from 
the Orphanage. 

If we were equipped with a linotype and a good cylinder press, we 
could not only do more and better work cheaper, but could also provide 
children taking our printing course with a trade which now pays its 
followers extra good wages, and will likely prove to be one of the best 
paying trades in our land. As it is we are turning out as much work as 
we can do, are giving satisfaction, and paying expenses and making a 
reasonable profit. 

We propose to turn our abandoned printing room into a wood-working, 
carpenter and blacksmith shop in connection with our vocational train- 
ing plans, and hope in due time to have at the Orphanage an industrial 
training school second to none in the State. 

Herein, as well as in the fact that we are constantly forced to deny 
admission to the Orphanage to applicants because we have no means to 
take care of them, lies our crying and insistent need of an endowment 
fund. Owing to an oversight the General Conference made no provision 
for Orphanages in the great Centenary Drive. We were not permitted to 
participate in the distribution, not because Orphanage work is not 
recognized as pure home mission work, but on the ground that we were 
not the proteges of our Board of Missions, either General or Annual. 
With considerable regret, as can be readily imagined, we have unhappily 
been obliged this year to direct would-be donors, who desired to desig- 
nate part of their Centenary subscription “for the Virginia Conference 
Orphanage,” to the action of the General Board of Missions, which body 
at a special meeting declined to allow such action to be taken. 
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The orphanages of our Sister Baptist Church are profiting by our mis- 
fortune, and, as seems altogether right in our eyes, will participate in the 
distribution of the Home Mission portion of the $75,000,000.00 drive of 
that Church.

The Board of Trustees has, by proper resolutions, drawn in conformity 
to the statutes of Virginia, directed that application be made to the 
State Corporation Commission of Virginia for amendments of our charter 
in the following respects: 

(a) That Article 1 of the charter be amended so as to authorize the 
Corporation to own and hold real and personal property to the aggregate 
amount of $2,000,000 instead of $500,000.00, as at present, and 

(b) That Article 3 of the charter be amended so as to authorize the 
Trustees to order a sale or encumbrance of real estate upon the vote of a 
majority of all of the trustees instead of three-fourths of said trustees as 
at present. 

The approval of the Conference of the above amendments is respectfully 
requested. 

We present for confirmation by the Conference as Trustees of the Or- 
phanage the names of Arthur B. Sharpe, of Richmond, Va; C. E. 
Wilson, of Crewe, Va. and.W. W. Dixon, of Capeville, Va. 

We respectfully request our presiding Bishop to appoint J. Wiley 
Bledsoe, Orphanage Agent j Jno. D. Hosier, Assistant Superintendent; 
and Arthur B. Sharp>e, Superintendent of the Orphanage.

The assets of the Society have been augmented during the past year by 
a contribution of one thousand dollars from Rev. John W. Parrish, an 
honored superannuate of the Virginia Conference, in the form of two 
United States Registered Bonds of five hundred dollars each, subject to 
an annuity of five and three-fourths per cent, during the remainder of 
his life, and of that of his wife, should she survive him. This contribu- 
tion is to be known as “The John W. Parrish Endowment, in memory of 
his mother, Sarah C. Parrish.” 

During the past Conference year the Board of Directors of this Society 
has lost by death two of its most valued and useful members, W. W. 
Vicar, who was for thirty-two years the efficient Secretary and Treasurer, 
and Capt. E. V. White, who had served through many years as a member 
of the Finance and Auditing Committee. At a special meeting of the 
Board, held on the 11th day of last March, the following memorial paper 
was adopted, and spread upon the minutes : 



In Memoriam 



Since the last meeting of this Board, two of its most useful and beloved 
members have ceased their earthly labors and gone up to their heavenly 
reward. It is fitting that we should here record our appreciation of their 
fellowship and services, and our profound sorrow on account of their 
removal from our midst. 

Willis Wilson Vicar departed this life on the 14th of February, 1919, 
having passed his sixty-ninth birthday. He had been a member of the 
Methodist Church from his youth, and for many years was a trusted and 
valuable officer of the Church. In all the various positions of trust that he 
held in the Church and community, he manifested the highest type of 
Christian character, and won to himself a multitude of friends in all the 
wal]^ of life. It is safe to say that no more faithful and honored Christian 
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man has lived among us than he, and none whose departure will be more 
keenly felt. He became a member of this Board in 1885, and was elected 
Secretary and Treasurer on the 23d of November, 1886, continuing through 
more than 32 years of unbroken service to discharge the duties of his 
office. His patient fidelity, his wise business management, and his dili- 
gent administration of the important matters committed to his charge, 
have contributed very largely to the progress and prosperity of the 
Society, and to the relief of those for whose benefit it was formed. In 
thus expressing our appreciation of his character and services, we tender 
our respectful and cordial sympathies to his afflicted family in their great 
sorrow. 

Capt. E. V. White finished his earthly course at Clifton Springs, New 
York, on the 28th of February, 1919, in the eightieth year of his age. He 
had been for many years a prominent figure in the business and religious 
life of Portsmouth and Norfolk, and was held in high esteem by a wide 
circle of friends and associates. During the Civil War he fought bravely 
for the cause of the Confederacy, and was an offlcer of the Virginia (or 
Merrimac) in the historic fight in Hampton Roads. He was largely instru- 
mental in founding Park View Methodist Church in Portsmouth, and 
superintended the erection of the house of worship now in use by that 
congregation. By his earnest diligence and business management, he 
contributed much to the various enterprises of the Church. Captain 
White became a member of this Board in November, 1887, and was at 
once placed upon the Investment Committee, now called the Finance 
Committee. In 1909 he was appointed also a member of the Executive 
Committee. In these places of trust and usefulness he served with con- 
scientious fidelity, and was always ready to attend the meetings of the 
Society, and to be present at the sessions of the Annual Conference 
whenever possible. The Society and its beneficiaries owe much to his 
wisdom and care. We beg to tender to his surviving loved ones our 
cordial sympathy in their bereavement. 

It is hereby directed that this minute be spread upon the records of the 
Society and that a copy be sent by the Secretary to the family of each of 
these deceased brethren.

Changes in District Boundaries 

New Kent and Toano Circuits are taken from the Rappahannock Dis- 
trict and put on the Richmond District. 

Cottonwood is taken from the Hampton Roads Circuit, Norfolk District, 
and put with Chestnut Avenue, on the Portsmouth and Newport News 
District. 



Danville District. — Chatham is taken from the Chatham Circuit and 
made a station. Creasy’s Chapel, New Hope, Wayside and Indian Knob 
are taken from Patrick Circuit and formed into a charge to be called 
South Patrick. Mt. Zion and Meadow are taken from the Henry Circuit 
and put on the Patrick Circuit. 

Eastern Shore District.— St. Andrews and Washington are taken from 
Trinity Salisbury and formed into a charge to be known as St. Andrews 
and Washington. Pullen’s Chapel is taken from Broadwater and Bethel, 
and is to be known as Broadwater Mission. Nassawaddox is taken from 
the Franktown and Johnson’s Circuit and put with Broadwater and Bethel. 
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Farinville District. — ^Lunenburg Courthouse, Rehoboth, and Laurel 
Hill are taken from Victoria Circuit, and Pleasant Grove from the Prince 
Edward Circuit, and Thrift's Chapel from the Nottoway Circuit, and 
formed into a new charge to be known as West Lunenburg. 

Lynchburg District. — Lynchburg Circuit is divided and formed into 
two charges, viz : Fairview and Providence and Southview. 

Norfolk District. — Denby and Fairmount are divided and each made 
a station. 

Petersburg District. — Highland is taken from Chester and Ivey 
Memorial and made a station. Sussex Circuit is divided and the churches 
are grouped as follows, viz : 

Sussex: Fort Grove, Bethel, Sharon and Lloyd’s, which is taken from 
East Dinwiddie Circuit. 

South Sussex : Centenary, Concord, Jones and Lebanon. 

Portsmouth and Newport News District. — Craddock is added to Gil- 
merton Circuit and the name changed to Craddock Circuit. Hilton 
Circuit is formed as follows: Hilton, Morrisons, and Warwick Chapel. 
Deep Creek and Indiana are taken from the Gilmerton Circuit and put 
on the Norfolk Circuit. 

Rappahannock District. — Kilmarnock is taken from Irvington and put 
on the Lancaster Circuit, and Irvington made a station. 

Richmond District. — Greenwood is taken from the Hanover Circuit 
and made a station. Shepherds, Mizpah, and Acquinton are taken from 
the King William Circuit; and Paces from the Middlesex Circuit, of the 
Rappahannock District, and formed into a charge to be known as Walker- 
ton Circuit. 

Resolutions Concerning Chaplains in the U. S. Army and Navy 

Among the great facts emphasized by the late world war was the need 
of a sufficient number of chaplains for the Army and Navy, who are well 
equipped in heart and mind for the important task committed to their 
charge. This need was largely met during the war, but it is necessary 
that the chaplaincy of the regular Army and Navy should be put upon 
an adequate basis. The Committee on Army and Navy Chaplains of the 
Federal Council of Churches has had a bill prepared which embodies the 
real needs of the Chaplain service. This bill was introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Capper, Senate Bill No. 3351. This bill will also be presented 
in the House of Representatives. The main points of this bill are as 
follows : 

First . — A Chaplains Corps administered by a Staff of three chaplains 
fairly representing the religious forces of the country. 

Second . — The Corps of Chaplains to be composed of one to each twelve 
hundred commissioned officers and enlisted men. 

Third . — The Chaplains to have rank, pay, and allowance as follows: 
5% Colonel, 10% Lieutenant Colonel, 15% Major, 45% Captain, 25% First 
Lieutenant. 
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Fourth . — The age limit of men eligible for Chaplaincy to be thirty-five 
years, with two years provisional service, except that any clergyman that 
shall have served during the recent emergency in the Army of the United 
States shall be eligible on his Army record. 



In view of these facts, therefore : 

Resolved (1) That we endorse this measure and urge our Senators 
and Members of the House of Representatives to give their best efforts 
to enact this legislation. 

(2) That the Secretary of this Conference be instructed to send a copy 
of these resolutions to the Committees on Military and Naval affairs both 
of the House and of the Senate.

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Report of Conference Centenary Commission 

Virginia Methodism has just completed the most eventful year in its 
history. Perhaps the boldness of the Centenary undertaking has had 
much to do with this result. Your Commission wishes to offer and file 
a brief report of its stewardship in the conduct of same for the benefit 



of the Conference records. 

The Centenary idea was born to emphasize only a denominational event. 
God took the seed thus sown and scattered them, making possible a har- 
vest of example and inspiration that bids fair to spread over America and 
even Europe. The movement was organized on broad inspirational and 
business lines, and to the greatness of the standard plan, requiring months 
of preparation, do we attribute much of the success of the effort. It is 
not too much to say that the idea of the Centenary came to the Church 
direct from God with a burning unwritten question underlying it, viz., 
“Lovest thou me more than these.” Why? Because one year and a half 
ago billions were being expended for those across the sea with great 
armies to give political relief and freedom, with Red Cross millions to 
keep the bodies, with United War work to add solace and comfort — and 
these abundantly supported to aid only the temporal and material inter- 
ests of a stricken, broken-hearted world. If these were necessary thus, 
how much more so a concerted effort to emphasize the spiritual? This 
was the real inspiration, and when Virginia grasped the idea thus plainly 
obvious, the answer was impossible for such a movement to fail, for how 
could we justify ourselves in the eyes of China, Japan and Korea, or 
Central Europe in this comparison, and so with this impelling ideal, the 



work was done with the following results, viz :

The compensation of the editor of the Annual was fixed at $200.00 per 
annum, and it was ordered that 3,200 copies of the Annual be printed, and 
that the same be sold at thirty-five cents per copy. It was found neces- 
sary to make an assessment of $600 on the Conference for the publication 
of the Annual, or else increase the price to fifty-five cents per copy, and 
the first of these alternates was chosen.
